In  an  article  in  Tlie  Flnanrliil  Post  of  Toronto, 
Colonel  George  A.  Drew  has  been  dealing  with 
Canada'*  defence  policy.  The  colonel  aaw  eerriee 
as  an  artillery  ofn<  f  r  In  Francf  during  the  dreat 
War;  he  ha«  been  a  member  of  the  Canadian^ 
Militia  alnee  the  age  of  fifteen:  waa  In  command 
Ot  the  11th  Field  Bri^iade.  Guelph,  until  two 
years  ago.  and  iie  brought  that  unit  up  to  such 
a  high  state  of  efficiency  that  It  won  the  Shavgh- 
nessy  Cup  lix  tlmea.  He  has  brm  pre.sident  of 
both  the  Canadian  and  the  Ontario  Artillery 
^isaoclations.  and  vice-president  of  th*  Cwiadlan 
.-llllltary  Institute,  and  chairman  bf  the  Confer  - 
tDce  of  Defence  Assoclatlona. 

Colonel  Drew  points  to  aome  diaorepanclee  in 
the  scheme  now  under  way  to  provide  defence 
for  the  Dominion.  Dealing  with  the  land  forces, 
he  says  the  Permanent  Force  ia  comprised  of 
Jait  than  4.000  officers  and  men,  '  fine  fellows, 
keen  soldiers,  with  hard-working  Instructors."

their  peace  establishment.  The  ammunition  for 
ebr  ArMllery  Is  twenty  years  old."  There  Is  not 
a  single  tank  in  Canada.  "The  smaller  tractor 
machines,  which  are  somet|mes  described  as 
tanks,  are  aetoally  machine  gun  carriers  for  the 
Infantry  of  an  ancient  vintage  now  entirely 
obaolete."  There  Is  not  a  regiment  of  mechanical 

eavalry  in  Canada. 

Dealing  with  the  Air  ^orce.  Colonel  Drew  points 
out  that  the  only  lighting  planes  there  are  In  the 
country  are  Soimtth  BUklns,  "which  were  obso- 
lete ten  years  ago  and  mixht  do  150  miles  an 
hour  with  a  favorable  wind."  The  new  training 
aircraft  "and  some  good  torpedo  bombers  un  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  coa.sts  are  Uisigniflcant  in 
the  light  iof  our  actual  requirements."  The 
machinea  of  the  non-permanent  squadrons  will 
fly.  and  that  is  all.  "It  takes  courage  to  fly  them, 
and  courage  la  the  only  useful  training  they  will 
give.  They  would  be  as  effective  for  defence 
agaln.st  modern  aircraft  as  a  flock  of  .sparrows 
agamst  an  eagle."  There  is  not  a  single  post- 
war anti-aircraft  gtin  In  the  country.  The 
ar.clent  tlvitteen^rpoundiers  tjie,re  are  rnu.bc  fired, 
"but  it  would  be  a  pity  to  put  them  under  too 
great  a  strain.  They  came  with  the  dawn  of 
aerial  warfare  and  Should  be  preserved  for  their 
historical  Uiterest." 

Regarding  naval  defence.  Colonel  Drew  Is 
equally  outspoken.  The  destroyers  that  consti- 
tute this  defence  "are  not  heavily  enough  armed 
to  engage  any  naval  unit  which  could  reach 
either  of  the  Canadian  roasts  "  He  belleve.s  they 
would  be  useful  as  a  complement  to  larger  naval 
units,  but,  "just  as  In  the  case  of  our^nd  and  air 
forces,  we  seem  to  Ix-  blundering  along  with  no 
Clearly-defined  objective."  Colonel  Drew  recalls 
a  statement  made  on  March  11  by  the  British 
Minister  of  War.  who  .stated  that  army  strength, 
onca  ifstimaled  In  man  power,  is  now  being 
thottgbt  of  In  terms  of  mechantsed  units.  Then 
Mr.  Hjore-Bellsha  said:  *fThe  strength  of  our  Navy 
Is  assessed  In  .ships,  not  In  personnel;  that  of  the 
Air  Fbrce  Ls  squadrons,  not  In  ground  Staff.  The 
strength  of  tht>  modern  army  Is  ba.sed,  not  on 
the  Individual,  but  rather  on  Are  unltf,  which 
combine  Are  power  and  mobllUy." 

What  Colonel  Drew  believes  sliould  be  donfr, 
apart  from  modernizing  the  defensive  forclte,  Is 

(a)  To  arrange  for  the  immediate  production 
of  all  equipment  for  our  land,  sea  and  air  forces 
whli  h  r.ui  be  manufactured  within  the  country. 

(b)  For  the  establishment  of  a  Dominion  arsenal 
in  which  the  greater  part  of  our  peace-time 
requirements  would  be  manufactured  and  where 
Industrial  instructors  could  be  trained  who  would 
bf  available  in  the  event  of  necessity  for  factories 
throuifhout  Canada.  (C)  Jo  mak»  a  survey  of 
our  Industrial  capacity  to  meet  a  crisis  and  to 
prepare  a  plan  for  the  co-ordination  of  all 
Industrial  activity  under  a  Munitions  Board.
